TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lisbon, in the County 
of Grafton, and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Lisbon on Tuesday the 8th Day of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, at which time the polls shall be open and 
shall not close earlier than nine o’clock in the afternoon, 
to act upon the following subjects, all articles except Article 
1 to be considered at seven-thirty o’clock in the afternoon: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 2. To hear reports of agents, auditors, and special 
committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 


Article 3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges, the same being: Town Offi- 
cers’ Salaries and Expenses, Election-Registration Expenses, 
Expense of Town Hall, and other town buildings, and make 
appropriation for the same. 


Article 4. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Police Department for the 
ensuing year, including $3,500.00 for a day policeman the 
year round. 


Article 5. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for fire protection for the ensuing 
year, including $600.00 for the Sugar Hill Fire Department. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 for the Pine Blister Rust Control. 


Article 7. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Insurance for the ensuing year. 


Article 8. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the protection of health including 
the Health Officer’s salary and expenses, and a sum of 
money to be equally divided between the Littleton Hospital 
and the Woodsville Hospital. 
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Article 9. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Lisbon District Nursing 
Association. 


Article 10. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Vital Statistics for the ensuing 
year. 


Article 11. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of maintaining 
the Sugar Hill Dump. The Selectmen to administer and 
be in charge of the funds so raised. 


Article 12. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to plow the town 
roads, and if so, to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $7,800.00 to light the streets in the Town 
of Lisbon under the same conditions as they were heretofore 
lighted, said streets to be lighted with electricity. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to oil such roads in the Town as are already oiled, and 
to raise and appropriate the necessary money for the same.

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PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire stand- 
point. New Hampshire had the best record in the nation. 
Fewer acres were burned, suppression costs were substan- 
tially reduced and damage to woodlands held to a minimum. 
The record resulted from a combination of favorable 
weather conditions, an alert warden service and a cooperat- 
ing publie. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing 
note. 


58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by 
eareless smokers and debris burners. 


10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent 
minded individuals and failure of parents to properly 
supervise children and keep matches out of their reach, 
annually cause these unnecessary fires which cost large 
sums to extinguish and cause extensive damage. The elim- 
ination of these three causes of fires would radically change 
this picture. The rules are simple — 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local 
forest fire warden — the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leav- 
ing it. 

4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes 
from moving vehicles — use your ash tray. 


5. Don’t burn at home — Use your town dump and 
save yourself much possible difficulty, both per- 
sonal and financial.
